I acknowledge my receipt of y'r obligeing letter, & do verily & heart- 
ily wish yo' much joye, & happiness with my wife's daughter, whom (I 
und'rstand) you have lately married: I assure yo' I shou'd esteem it an 
advantage to me. & a great credit to Mary I'd would y'r affairs in Virg'a 
dispense with y'r settling in that Province: where you should command 
all ye favour and kindness I were able to shew you; But this happiness 
I cannot hope for, tho' I will not dispaire of obtaining my desire in this 
particular; since we live in an age in which stranger things have hap- 
pened. I most indeed own there is, in this wish of mine, a great mix- 
ture of Interest, as well as Respect, and value that I have for you; 
which tho' I know to be no very good Compliment, may, yet prove a 
good Argument of my desires — of serving you, where the advantages 
will be so much my own; But, I will not, any longer, insist on this sub- 
ject; lest I appear to much selfe interested and not fitt to be beloved at 
the same time, and I assure you I am with respect and kindness,
